Maria Bau-Coote has good 
memories of working on her 
grandparents' peach farm, and 
she still has a soft spot for 
peaches. 

She recalls working along¬ 
side her grandmother in the 
orchard, she says, stamping the 
boxes, when she was very 
young. When she was a little 
older, maybe five or so, she 
began helping to pack—and 
although it was work, she loved 
it. She recalls the little purple 
paper cups the peaches were 
packed in, and how pretty they 
made the baskets look. 

"As I remember it, the males 
in the family picked and the 
females packed. Those are good 
memories, working with my 
brother and sister and cousins. 
We had fun, but it also taught us 
about hard work. It makes me 
appreciate what it's like to work 

So helping to organize the St. 
Vincent de Paul Peach Festival, 
which has been fundraising for 
the church and promoting 
peachesforaboutthree decades, 
comes naturally to Bau-Coote. 

The church event offers fun 
for all, including a kids corner 
with face painting, balloon ani¬ 
mals, reptiles, a clown and

This weekend is the time 
to celebrate peaches in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

And it will be a peach of 
a celebration, with the 
Chamber of Commerce 
planning another spectacu¬ 
lar two-day event. 

It’s been about 25 years 
since the Chamber decided 
it would support the tender 
fruit industry, following a 
major hailstorm that 
destroyed the majority of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
peach crop, said executive 
director Janice Thomson. 
Since then it has worked 
with growers to raise aware¬ 
ness of the importance of 
peaches to the local agri¬ 
cultural industry. 

"They did a great job in 
those early years and the 
tradition has continued, 
mainly to recognize that 
agriculture is a major part 
of our town’s DNA and also 
because the demand from 
the public to continue the 
event is so strong.” 

Eachyear, says Thomson, 
the most popular events 
return to Queen St., which 
will be closed to traffic 
between King and Victoria 
St. Saturday, with growers

group of local restaurants), 
wineries and breweries, 
and latin music by II Poco 
Latino, it will also feature 
talented salsa dance 
instructors. 

Last year, a crowd gath¬ 
ered to listen to the band 
and watch skilled salsa 
dancers on hand to enter¬ 
tain, and soon people were 
trying to imitate the steps, 
although shyly, says 
Thomson. 

"So we decided to help 
out and make it more fun, 
whether you choose to par¬ 
ticipate or just watch.” 

This year, the Chamber 
has arranged for salsa 
instructors to offer lessons, 
beginning at 6 p.m. on 
Queen St. 

Back for the second time, 
again with some tweaking, 
says Thomson, is the Shades 
of Summer dinner Sunday 
evening. 

The Chamber will set up 
tables of eight, which can 
be reserved. Guests bring 
“seven of the favourite peo¬ 
ple in your life,” tablecloth, 
dishes, cutlery, table set¬ 
tings, napkins, glassware 
and table decorations. 

It’s similar to the first 
NOTL-style dinner in white 
the Chamber created, which 
received great local sup¬ 
port, says Thomson. 

“We’re hearing from 


people already who are 
having parties to plan their 
dinner. We’ve tried to set it 
up the way that works best 
for everybody. We just want 
our guests to have a good 
time.” 

New this year, places will 
be reserved for about 100 
walk-ins, says Thomson, in 
response to a need that was 
identified last summer. 

Tourists on Queen St. for 
the Peach Celebration saw 
the elegant tables set up 
and wanted to be part of the 
dinner, she said, but they 
were turned away because 
all seats were reserved. 

This year, they’ll be able 
to have a seat and enjoy a 
boxed meal. 

"It’s a bit of a different 
twist,” says Thomson. 

“We're going to give it a 
try and see how it works 

Guests can pre-order 
picnic boxes from local res¬ 
taurants and pick them up 
when they arrive, or they 
can bring their own meal. 

Wine will be pre-ordered 
and at reserved tables as 
guests arrive, says 
Thomson. 

The evening will include 
dancing to live music from 
Flat Broke. 

Call the Chamber at 905-

New this year, Mary Ann 
Brzeczka has make all die pie 
pastry from her own recipe— 
and she makes amazing pastry, 
says Bau-Coote, so the pies will 
be wonderful. 

And as usual, as she has for 
decades, Margo Van de Laar is 
making the jam that will be sold 
at the festival—all 400 jars. In 
addition to peach jam, she’s 
making red current, plum and 
rhubarb, she says. 

She goes out the back, pick 
what she finds and turns it into 
jam, cooking it up at home, 
where she has all her supplies 
and utensils at hand, and can 
do the work in her own time 
and at her own speed. 

The Peach Festival is on the 
grounds of St. Vincent de Paul 
Church on Picton St. Sunday, 
Aug. 10. from 11:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m.

Richard and Roslyn Liu 
have some ambitious plans 
for the future, but they are 
taking baby steps to get 

Last year, the young cou¬ 
ple purchased Sunnybrook 
Farm Estate Winery on 
Lakeshore Rd. 

Although Richard grew 
up in Vancouver, he went to 
university in Toronto, where 
he met Roslyn while he 
studied business. 

After graduation, he 
spent some time working in 
Hong Kong acquiring busi¬ 
ness connections, knowing 
he wanted to own a busi¬ 
ness in Canada. When he 
returned he saw Sunnybrook 
was for sale, and realized 
the popular fruit wine would 
be an ideal product to fill a 
niche marget in Asia. 

So with little knowledge 
about wine but an eager¬ 
ness to learn and to be a 
hands-on business owner, 
he bought the fruit winery 
and moved his wife to 


Niagara, where he continues 
to learn about the industry, 
working with his winemaker 
to improve the quality of the 
product with a goal of one 
day expanding the market to 

“I want to expand, and I 
want to be innovative,” he 

But in the meantime, liv¬ 
ing and working on a 10-acre 
property with peach 
orchards, he plans to cele¬ 
brate the peach harvest with 
a two-day event that will 
give visitors the rare oppor¬ 
tunity to pick their own 
peaches. 

“We hope to bring a dif¬ 
ferent experience to people 
who attend peach celebra¬ 
tions in NOTL," said 
Richard. 

"We want to introduce 
them to the orchard.” 

Most growers don’t want 
anything to do with pick- 
your-own when it comes to 
peaches—the tender fruit 
bruises too easily and there 
would be too much waste, 
he says. 

But he's going to give it a 
try, with part of the proceeds 


from each $5 basket sold 
going to Red Roof Retreat, 
which provides recreational 
programs for children and 
young adults with special 

Richard has his neigh¬ 
bour Shirley Madsen help¬ 
ing to organize the event, 
which will include a variety 
of artisans and vendors. 

Food vendors are going 
all out and preparing a vari¬ 
ety of special peach-related 
items on their menus, says 
Madsen, including peach 
pulled pork parfait along 
with a grilled peach and 
pancetta sandwich and 
peach schnapps sorbet. 
There will also be peach tea, 
peach smoothies a peach 
jalapeno jelly and mini 
peach pies. 

Some of the seminars will 
include information on 
dehydrating fruits and how 
to make fruit jams and jel¬ 
lies. 

The Lius hope that by 
organizing their Peach 
Fuzzfest event on the same 
weekend as the Peach 
Celebration in Niagara-on 
the-Lake, peach fans will

Another successful swimmer launched 


Niagara-on-the-Lake can claim no 
credit for the 40 or so swimmers who 
have successfully crossed Lake Ontario, 
other than offering them Queen's Royal 
Park as a launching place that provides 
a direct route across and a river current 
that helps carry them out at the start of 
the journey. 

It is a gruelling 52-kilometre swim, 
and there are many more brave and fit 
souls who have tried it but didn't make 
it, most often from some stroke of bad 
luck—usually weather—that prevented 
them from completing their goal. 

Three years ago, we wished then 
Christine Arsenault, a single mother, 
well and watched her wade into the 
water, take her first strong strokes and 
quickly become a dot on the horizon. 
Then we waited. She took an exhausting 
22 hours to compete her journey, rais¬ 
ing about $10,000 for a Welland swim 
program to ensure all kids have access 
to it. 

On the journey with her, occasionally 


in the water beside her, were her two 
daughters. One of them, 14-year-old 
Trinity, completed her swim Monday. 

We saw her off, wishing this brave 
and beautiful young woman a safe and 
successful swim, and waited, following 
her progress on social media and pray¬ 
ing for a successful conclusion. It was a 
tough one, made even longer by light¬ 
ening that forced her to swim off-course. 
Trinity hoped to raise $10,000 for 
Canadian Tire’s JumpStart program, 
which also helps remove financial bar¬ 
riers so kids have the chance to partici¬ 
pate in sports and recreation. 

It is rewarding to cheer on these 
swimmers, even if from the safety of our 
homes, and then discover that their grit 
and determination has carried them 
safely to land on the other side, espe¬ 
cially those who are so young. 

Trinity will always carry with her, as 
her mother must, the well-earned 
knowledge that if she can conquered 
the lake, she can conquer anything.

“This is important to us,” agreed 
village resident Graham Keene. 

"This is like the Brooklyn Bridge 
to the village. It’s a big deal. I’m 
glad it’s finished—the old one was 
unsafe. The work had to be done.” 

He also liked the appearance of 
the restored bridge, he said. 

“Too often things just get torn 
down and replaced with new, rath¬ 
er than preserving the past. This 
looks like it belongs in an historic 
village.” 

The 83-year-old bridge will likely 
get another 25 years of extended 
life from the work-in fact it should 
still be there 75 years from now, 
said MP Rob Nicholson, on hand to 
celebrate the success of a project 
that was financed with $447,400 of 
federal money from the govern¬ 
ment’s gas tax fund, as well as 
$302,000 from the Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

"I’m very proud that the govern¬ 
ment financed this,” he said. 

"And I’m pleased to see that it’s 
been given such personality. 
Everyone here can take some pride 


in this.” 

Construction began at the end of 
March, but despite losing working 
days due to the poor spring weath¬ 
er, the project was completed on 
time and on budget. 

NOTL Lord Mayor David Eke 
spoke of the history of the bridge, 
built in 1931 to pass over railroad 
tracks and provide passage for traf¬ 
fic to the Queenston sand dock. 

With the work finished, he said, 
residents and visitors again have a 
safe and reliable crossing into the 
village of Queenston. 

The structure was originally 
planned to have concrete walls that 
were to be stamped and painted to 
look like blocks, but there was a 
feeling among residents that the 
look was to modern, said 
Armstrong. 

They asked about having lime¬ 
stone walls, given the history of 
limestone in the village, but were 
told they would be too heavy for 
the structure to support. 

A compromise was reached, with 
the paint omitted, the concrete 
remaining a limestone grey. 

“We’re quite happy with the way 
it turned out,” Armstrong said.

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First World War commemorated 
at soldiers’ training ground

A special commemora¬ 
tion service marking the 
100th anniversary of the 
beginning of the First World 
War was held at Fort George 
Monday, one of many 
national historical sites 
throughout Canada that 
hosted commemoration 
services paying tribute to all 
Canadians who contributed 
to the effort. 

Both the Commons at 
Fort George (renamed 
Camp Niagara), Fort 
Mississauga and Butler’s 
Barracks played roles in 
Canada's participation in 
the First World War. Between 
1914 and 1918, more than 
14,000 troops, including 
members of the Polish 
Army, trained at Camp 
Niagara, about 60 people at 
the service heard. After 
training in Niagara, the sol¬ 
diers embarked in battles 
overseas including the well- 
known battles of Vimy Ridge 
and Passchendaele 

It was 100 years to the 


day Monday, Aug. 4 at 8:45 
p.m. that the Governor 
General received a telegram 
marked “secret” from the 
Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in London stating 
that “...war has broken out 
with Germany”: 

MP Rob Nicholson, 
Minister of National 
Defence, was on hand to 
speak at the event. 

“While many Canadians 
will never have the privilege 
of visiting the battlefields of 
Europe to pay their respects 
to those who sacrificed their 
life, places like Camp 
Niagara can provide us with 
a tangible link Canada’s his¬ 
tory and opportunities to 
learn about our past,” said 
Nicholson. 

“These sites played an 
important role in defining 
moments of our history such 
as the First World War and 
they will play a big part in 
the Government of Canada’s 
Road to 2017 as our country 
nears its 150th birthday.” 

On the 100th anniversary 
of the beginning on the First 
World War, Nicholson said, 
"we should all take a 


moment to remember and 
honour those who fell while 
serving our country in what 
would be one of the most 
significant nation-building 
events in our history. 

“I know today’s men and 
women of the Canadian 
Armed Forces strive to emu¬ 
late their example of bravery 
and dedication.” 

Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs spoke of the 
important roles played by 
Niagara’s residents, espe¬ 
cially the women; every¬ 
thing from enlisting to fight, 
working in canning factories 
so produce could be shipped 
overseas, and working in the 
fields to tend to the wound¬ 
ed. 

Keith Jamieson, manager 
of the Six Nations Legacy 
Consortium, spoke of the 
Native contribution to the 
war. From the Six Nations, 
320 members served, the 
highest per capita in Canada 
compared to any other 
Aboriginal community. 

Jamieson said the Six 
Nations played an impor¬ 
tant role because of their 
alliance with Crown, which 


dated back as far as the 
American Revolution, the 
War of 1812 and the 
Revolution of Upper Canada 
in 1837. 

The commemoration 
event was a great opportu¬ 
nity to bring awareness of 
the Six Nations contribution 
to protecting and develop¬ 
ing Canada into what it has 
become today, said 


Jamieson. 

Scott Finlay was the mas¬ 
ter of ceremonies and pre¬ 
sented some historical high¬ 
lights of the war. 

In the summer of 1914, 
the 47-year-old nation 
known as the Dominion of 
Canada had only 12 million 
citizens occupying its vast 
space, most of who were liv¬ 
ing in rural environments, 


Canada emerged from 
the war victorious and with 
a newfound status on the 
international stage, however 
at a cost. Of the 700,000 that 
served, 60,0000 Canadians 
died due to wounds or dis¬ 
ease, 170,000 were wounded 
and thousands more suf¬ 
fering from the emotional 
impacts of war, Finlay said.

Shaw Club bathroom nominated one of Canada’s top five

What does it take to be 
one of the top five wash¬ 
rooms in Canada? 

Fancy and funky can help 
make the list, or in the case 
of the Shaw Club Hotel and 
Spa in Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
whimsical and contempo¬ 
rary, with a modem glass 
infinity sink and simple 
stainless steel fixtures. 

But it's the glass stall 
doors that really draw atten¬ 
tion, says marketing manag¬ 
er Ian Shulman. 

The see-through doors 
take away the guesswork— 
it’s easy to tell at a glance 
whether stalls are empty or 
in use, he says, but once the 
door is locked, it fogs up for 
privacy. 

Sandwiched between the 
two panels of glass is a mix¬ 
ture of polymer and liquid 
crystals. A constant electrical 
current keeps the crystals in 
line and the glass transpar¬ 
ent, he explains, but when 
the door handle is locked, 
the current is stopped, the 
crystals fall, and the glass 
looks clouded. 

It’s not unusual for staff to 
hear women return to their 
restaurant table and tell 
other female diners, “you 
have to see the washroom," 
says Shulman. 

Of course washrooms 
have to be functional, clean 


and well-maintained, but it 
takes more than that to come 
to the attention of Cintas, a 
company that designs and 
manufactures uniforms and 
provides restroom cleaning 
and supplies to 55,000 wash¬ 
rooms across Canada, 
describe the Shaw Club 
washroom as "style and radi¬ 
ance coming together in this 
lavish loo.” 

Shulman said they were 
notified in March that they 
had been nominated for the 
fifth annual Cintas Canada's 
Best Restroom Contest, and 
were asked to submit pho- 

Last week they learned a 
Cintas committee had cho¬ 
sen the hotel and restaurant 
washroom to be one of the 
top five finalists. 

“Any positive attention is 
great, but this is a little differ¬ 
ent,” he says. 

“If you put care and 
design into a bathroom, and 
it's aesthetically pleasing, it 
says a lot about the business. 
Businesses tend to want 
bathrooms to be functional 
and not necessarily beauti¬ 
ful. We think this is both. 
And it’s very reflective of 
Shaw Club’s style.”
